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Continua débil mercado de vivienda en California

Sacramento (EFE) — La 
depresión en el mercado de vivien- 
da continúa haciéndose sentir en 
California, a pesar de algunas 
señales de que podría comenzar a 
moderarse durante el año, según 
comentó un experto en economía 
del estado. Según el Profesor Ed 
Leamer, de la Universidad de Cali- 
fornia'en Los Angeles, el mercado 
de bienes y raíces del estado está 
demostrando algunas ganancias en 
cuanto a la venta de vivienda nueva 
y al aumento en el precio promedio 
de casas a través del estado. 

El precio de la vivienda, en 


general, aumentó en un 1.9% en 
California, de $549,460 en enero 
del 2006 a $559,640 en enero de 
este año. El incremento se concen- 
tró en ciudades como Los Ángeles 
y San Francisco. 

Sin embargo, el índice de la 
venta de vivienda previamente 
ocupada vio un declive de un 12.9% 
el pasado mes de enero, en com- 
paración con el mismo mes el año 
pasado, según reportó la Asociación 
de Agentes Inmobiliarios de Cali- 
fornia (CRA), lo cual está dejando 
a miles de dueños de hogares en 
la calle. Estas son señales, según 
Leamer, de una prolongada y lenta

peración del mercado de bienes 
y raíces son las predicciones del 
ex-presidente del Banco de Reserva 
Federal, Alan Greenspan, quien de- 
claró recientemente que la economía 
del país podría caer en recesión 
para finales de este año.

Thousands of Hispanic minors 
who attempt to make the journey to 
the United States alone and without 
travel documents, in a quest to be 
reunited with their parents, are 
detained at the border and find them- 
selves in a type of legal limbo. 

The U.S. Department of Health 
and Human Services’ Office of 
Refugee Resettlement says that 
in 2004 it had to deal with 6,200 
undocumented minors who tried to 
enter the country by themselves, a 
figure that rose to 7,746 in 2006. 

“And there aren’t enough at- 
torneys who are specialists in 


migratory matters to attend to all 
these cases,” lawyer Manuel Rasso 
told Efe. 

This situation “has resulted in 
the majority of these children being 
formally deported to their countries 
of origin and thus losing all chance 
in the future of legalizing their status 


in the U.S.,” according to Rasso, - 


who until recently worked for the 
Las Americas Immigrant Advocacy 
Center in El Paso. 

Of these thousands of minors, 
700 are taken in annually by El 
Paso's Southwest Key shelter, one 
of seven centers nationwide where 
they can receive shelter, food, psy-

chological care and education. 

“These children and adoles- 
cents had to overcome their fears 
and then undertake the trip north 
across Mexico, where a large per- 
centage are abused, extorted or 
assaulted,” the lawyer said. 

“They kidnapped me twice 
in Mexico,” 16-year-old Jazmin 
told Efe. The first abduction was in 
Mexico City and the second on the 
border with the United States. “A 
girl who was also there helped me 
escape,” she said, referring to other 
adolescent would-be emigrants at 
the place she was held.

detain these minors, most of whom, 
when interviewed, are found to have 
suffered abuse on their journey, such 
as assaults, rapes, beatings for cry- 
ing and hunger, are taken to migrant 
detention centers for two or three 
days until a shelter is found to house 
them, the lawyer said. 

Adriana Saenz, director of 
Southwest Key, said that after all 
the suffering they endure during 
the journey the minors arrive eager 
to speak with their mother or father 
in the United States. 

“Many of them call filled with 
hope and their little faces fill with 
tears when the mother or father, 
in some city in the interior of the 
United States, tells them to return 
to their homeland because they 
can’t travel to pick them up on the

border.” 

In most cases, these parents, 
who in some cases are the ones 
who pay a “coyote” (migrant-smug- 
gler) to take their children from 
their homeland to U.S. territory, 
are undocumented migrants who 
have made a life for themselves in 
the United States and fear being 
detained by the Border Patrol in 
airports or highway checkpoints 
near frontier cities. 

Saenz said, “For a child who 
has gone through so much hard- 
ship to reach the United States, it 
is disheartening to hear that his or 
her parents will not travel to pick 
them up since at their young age 
they don’t know about immigration 
problems.”<> 
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Cuban gov’t supporters break up dissident protest 


Dozens of Cuban government 
supporters shouted down a protest 
by members of the opposition 
movement Ladies in White, who 
were commemorating the fourth 
anniversary of a crackdown that sent 
many of their husbands and other 
loved ones to prison. 

Some 30 Ladies in White, tak- 
ing part Tuesday in the last of four 
days of protests, walked silently 
from the downtown El Vedado 
neighborhood to the headquarters 
of the National Prison Directorate, 
which is overseen by the Interior 
Ministry. There they released sever- 
al doves, began shouting “freedom, 
freedom” and called for the remain- 
ing prisoners to be freed.

Amid tight security, the Ladies 
in White were completing their 
demonstration when dozens of 
government supporters surrounded 
them near the University of Havana 
and began shouting revolutionary 
slogans. 

They followed the women to 
the home of Laura Pollan, wife of 
dissident Hector Maceda, one of 75 
democracy activists and indepen- 
dent journalists sentenced to lengthy 
prison terms in the “Black Spring” 
of 2003. There they shouted slogans 
such as “Long live Fidel, long live 
Raul (Castro, Fidel’s brother and 
the acting president),” “Long live 
the Revolution” and “Down with 
imperialism.” 
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Members of the opposition movement, Ladies in White, were commemorating 
the fourth anniversary of a crackdown that sent many of their spouses and 


loved ones to prison. Photo EFE 


“We're Cubans. We heard them 
and we took to the streets to defend 
the revolution,” said Orlando, a 
retiree who took part in the counter- 
demonstration. 

According to Gisela Delgado, 
wife of dissident Hector Palacios, 
sentenced to 25 years in prison but 
released last December for health 
reasons, these types of actions “are 
prepared by the government because 
the people at no time have taken to 
the streets (on their own accord) to 
denounce us. It’s something orga- 
nized by the government.” 

Despite these types of inci- 
dents, said Delgado, “we’re going 
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to keep going forward because 
we know that it’s right what we're 
doing for the freedom of our rela- 
tives.” 

The 75 dissidents sentenced 
in summary trials to prison terms 
of up to 28 years were accused of 
conspiring with the United States 
to undermine the principles of the 
communist revolution. 

Of those originally convicted, 
59 remain behind bars and 16 have 
been paroled on medical grounds, 
four of whom currently live outside 
Cuba. One of those released, Miguel 
Tamayo Valdes, died in January in 
Havana.

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México y Chile refuerzan lazos con la vista puesta en la integración regional

México (EFE) — Los presi- 
dentes de México, Felipe Calderón 
y de Chile, Michelle Bachelet, re- 
forzaron la alianza estratégica entre 
ambas naciones con los ojos puestos 
en la integración de América Latina 
y el Caribe. 

Calderón y Bachelet se reunie- 
ron en la residencia presidencial de 


Los Pinos en el marco de una visita 
de Estado de la gobernante chilena a 
territorio mexicano, que comenzó el 
19 de marzo. Los mandatarios sus- 
cribieron una declaración conjunta 
en la que, de entrada, reiteraron 
su compromiso de “fortalecer la 
cooperación para el desarrollo y la 
integración” de la región. 

Una de las medidas acorda- 


das en Ciudad de México fue la 
instalación de un Consejo de Aso- 
ciación del Acuerdo de Asociación 
Estratégica (AAE) vigente entre los 
dos países, que “constituye un paso 
más en esa dirección y contribuirá 
a fortalecer las relaciones en todos 
sus ámbitos”. 

El AAE fue suscrito en enero 
de 2006 por los ex presidentes Vi- 
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El Presidente de México, Felipe Calderón (der) saludó a la Presidenta de 
Chile, Michelle Bachelet (izq), en la residencia oficial de “Los Pinos” de

cente Fox (2000-2006) y Ricardo 
Lagos (2000-2004) y entró en vigor 
el 20 de diciembre pasado, con 
el objetivo de fortalecer las rela- 
ciones políticas, económicas y de 
cooperación entre las partes, que 
cuentan con un Tratado de Libre 
Comercio (TLC) desde 1998 entre 
otros convenios. 

En este apartado, Calderón y 
Bachelet decidieron instruir a las au- 
toridades del área económica mexi- 
cana y chilena a que “de inmediato 
retomen las negociaciones” para 
concretar el capítulo de servicios 
financieros del TLC y “obtengan en 
el más corto plazo posible resulta- 
dos que favorezcan el ambiente de 
negocios”. En 1990, el intercambio 
comercial era de 158 millones de 
dólares y en 2006 alcanzó los 3,237 
millones de dólares. 

En la rueda de prensa en la 
que se realizaron estos anuncios, 
Calderón calificó de “excelentes”

The “tax gap” is not the place 
where tax professionals buy their 
jeans. The tax gap, according to the 
US Department of the Treasury, is 
the dollar difference between the 
amount of income tax that should be 
collected and the amount of income 
tax actually collected. 

This gap, after taking into ac- 
count late payments and IRS col- 
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lection actions, is estimated to be 
around 290 billion dollars a year, 
or approximately 13% of the total 
estimated taxes that should have 
been collected.

Programs appear to be more hyped, 
advancements in technology make 
television viewing akin to going 
to the movies and busy schedules 
have many people feeling as if 
some time with the tube is a great 
way to relax. 

The American Academy of 
Pediatrics (AAP) recommends no 
more than two hours of quality 
programming per day for children. 
Yet, despite such recommendations, 
the AAP reports children in America 
typically watch four hours of televi- 
sion per day. This includes children 
under the age of two, who the AAP 
suggests should not watch any 
television at all, for fear of stunt- 
ing cognitive, social and emotional 
development. 

Watching TV is far more dam- 
aging to kids than it is to adults for 
a number of reasons. 

* Weight problems. Common 
sense tells you sitting on the couch 
won't benefit you physically and it 
hurts children even more. The AAP 
reports that children who spend 
four hours or more per day watch- 
ing television are more likely to be 
overweight. Overweight children do 
not develop appropriate patterns of 
exercise, which will hurt them well 
into their adult years. 

* What television teaches. 
Studies have shown that television 
has consistently reinforced gender 
roles and racial stereotypes. In spite 
of a parents” best efforts, subtle 
nuances between what parents 
teach their children and what the 
television is teaching them could 
be negatively influencing how they 
see the world. 

* Don't force it. As any parent 
knows, telling kids they have to 
do something often results in them 
not doing it. Such is the case with 
reading. 

Forcing a child to read can turn , 
him off to reading forever. Try es- 
tablishing a time each day when the 
television’s turned off and everyone 
reads. Parents don't need to force

reading during these times, but since 
children are greatly influenced by 
their parents’ behavior, chances are 
they will also start reading. 

* Buy kids magazines. Maga- 
zines geared toward children can be 
great ways to get them excited about 
reading. For example, children who 
like sports would likely enjoy a 
subscription to Sports Illustrated 
for Kids. Unlike adult magazines, 
these magazines will feature stories 
written at reading levels more ap- 
propriate for children. In addition, 
most kids enjoy getting mail, so a 
subscription in their name will be 
something that excites them. 

* Use your older kids. Perhaps 
the biggest influence on young 
children is their older brothers and 
sisters. If you have older children 
who enjoy reading, ask them to 
encourage younger siblings, simply 
by reading in front of them, suggest- 
ing books they read when they were 
younger or having them include the 
younger kids on trips to the library 
or bookstore.<> 
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The Legacy of Cesar Chavez

Cesar Estrada Chavez was born 
in Arizona on March 31, 1927. He 
came upon his calling in San Jose, 
CA, where Chavez and his wife, 
Helen Fabela Chavez, lived in a 
neighborhood in the East Side of 
San Jose called Sal Si Puedes. In 
1952 Fred Ross, an activist and 
lead organizer for the Community 
Service Organization (CSO), ap- 
proached then 25- year-old Cesar 
Chavez to ask for his help in get- 


ting people in the neighborhood 
to register to vote. These were the 
beginnings of Chavez’s political 
activism. 

Chavez spent his childhood as 
a member of a migrant family and 
had first hand knowledge of the 
lack of human dignity afforded to 
the farm workers by Agribusiness. 
Chavez met a young Dolores Huerta 
at a CSO meeting in Oakland, CA 
in 1956. Bringing attention and 
eventually eliminating the plight of 
the farm workers soon became his 
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Cesar Chavez with supporters at this last demonstration in San Jose, before his death. Photo by Mary J. Andrade 


life-long mission and together with 
Huerta they formed the United Farm 
Workers’ union (UFW). 

Chavez drew some of his phi- 
losophies from Mahatma Gandhi. 
Like Gandhi, Chavez's philosophies 
were faith based and he endured 
several grueling self-imposed fasts 
to get his message across. The first 
of these fasts lasted a total of 25 
days. A celebration attended by 
Robert Kennedy was held in Delano 
when he ended the fast on March 
10, 1968. 

A devout catholic Chavez bor- 
rowed three organizing strategies 
from the church: Educate, Trans- 
form the Hearts and Minds, and 
Mobilize the People. Chavez also 
employed his own tactics when or- 
ganizing by using Luis Valdez’s and 


El Teatro Campesino, by organizing 
a pilgrimage on foot spanning a 
distance of 300 miles from Delano 
to Sacramento, as well as promoting 
a nationwide boycott of table grapes 
in 1968-1970. 

He wrote El Plan De Delano, 
a document that served as a catalyst 
for the farm workers movement, 


- which was first published in the 


union’s newspaper El Malcriado. 
In 1991 Chavez suffered a dev- 
astating loss when his 99-year-old 
mother Juana Chavez passed. He 
delivered her eulogy at Our Lady of 
Guadalupe Church in San Jose. In 
1992 Chavez was thinking of revi- 
talizing the UFW and tragedy struck 
yet again when his long-time friend, 
and co-organizer Fred Ross passed 
away at the age of 82 in San Fran- 
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cisco. With a heavy heart Chavez 
was still driven by La Causa and 
in 1993 returned to Arizona to fight 
on behalf of the farm workers. On 
April 22, 1993, Cesar Chavez died 
of natural causes in Arizona. 

More than a charismatic leader, 
Cesar Chavez has become an icon 
for the pursuit of justice on behalf of 
the worker, on behalf of the minority 
in the workforce, and for the idea of 
human dignity. In a speech given 
in 1982 Chavez said “..our purpose 
is to enable common people to do 
uncommon things.” Chavez defi- 
nitely accomplished that and more 
with his steadfast determination and 
commitment to economic and social 
justice for the farm workers. 

In honor of Cesar Chavez, 
The Mexican Heritage Plaza has 
scheduled a series of events that will 
take place March 30-April 23, 2007.

El rey del merengue y la bachata, Juan Luis Guerra, 
vuelve al mercado discográfico tras tres años de silencio 
con “La llave de mi corazón”, un disco en el que “el 
Caribe renace” y en el que, sin dejar de lado su vocación 
religiosa, emprende una “lucha romántica” a través de 
bachatas, salsas y merengues. 

El músico y cantante dominicano Juan Luis Guerra 
retoma su espíritu caribeño con “La llave de mi corazón”, 
su décimo álbum, en el que explora un sonido “que nunca 
se había oído” en los trabajos del artista. 

Esta particular descripción hace referencia a “la 
multitud de notas que se van sumando, desde la estruc-

Para cantar en ese tono, Guerra considera “ex- 
tremadamente adecuada” la bachata, como el que será el 
segundo single, “Que me des tu cariño” y prefiere dejar 
sus letras más comprometidas para “el merengue y la 
salsa, aunque son tres caminos diferentes para llegar a 
un mismo sitio. a un sello muy personal”, asevera.

A su fe atribuye el cantante haber podido “restaurar”

Con su grupo, 4.40, fue un pionero de la “fusión de 
ritmos caribeños con rythm and blues o pop” que, a través 
de temas como “Ojalá que llueva café” o “El Niágara en 
bicicleta”, alcanzó unas ventas globales de 10 millones 
de copias y tres premios Grammy. 

Así, Guerra considera que “la cultura latina se está 
imponiendo en EE.UU. por su riqueza y cada vez se está

In fact, it can be a whole 
lot of fun - if you know the secrets of 
navigating the sea of bridal salons, 
designers and outlets. Even better, 
your dream wedding gown does 
not even have to cost a fortune. 
Really! 

Finding the right dress is a 
lot like finding Mr. Right. Many 
of the same rules apply: 

1. It’s all about the right fit. 
Most likely, you have fantasized 
about your wedding dress from the 
time you were a little girl. But now 
that you're actually getting married, 
you probably feel overwhelmed by 
all the choices - and unsure of what 
looks best on your body type. You 
should start your search by scouring 
bridal magazines and Web sites for 


photos of all different types of dress- 
es. Keep a file of all the styles that 
are appealing to you, and bring those 
images with you when you actually 
go to a bridal salon or dress shop. 
Use magazine and online sources to 
find suggestions for bridal salons in 
your area, but also ask friends and 
family for referrals, suggest experts. 
Then, make appointments with a 
few of them. 

2. Good manners and charm 
count. The gown you select should 
also reflect the formality of your 
reception. If you are having an 
evening reception with more than 
200 guests, then you can opt for 
a floor-length dress with a long 
cathedral train, according to the 
magazine Contemporary Bride.

3. It should make you feel like 
a million bucks. Most people can- 
not afford a custom-made Christian 
Dior Haute Couture dress like the 
one Melania Knauss wore when 
she wed Donald Trump that was ru-

But that does not mean you have to 
forego designer gowns altogether. 
Keep an eye out for trunk shows or 
sample sales held at bridal salons in 
your area. An older-style gown or 
one that's been previously tried on

you’ re looking for - and it will cost 
much less, says Tanya Coulthard, 
city editor at WeddingBells maga- 
zine, a national, quarterly bridal 
publication. 

.4, Never settle for less than the 
best. No matter what your budget, 
you should always pay attention 
to the quality of the gown. Look 
closely at the dress to make sure the 
seams are straight, and any beads, 
sequins or details are fastened 
tightly. There should be no loose 
threads. And the hems - particularly 
after you’ ve been fitted - should stay 
in place even after a firm tug. You 
have to walk down an aisle, dance, 
and spend an entire day - one of the 
most important days of your life - in 
this dress. It should be durable and 
fit you well. 

Once you pick a dress, it has to 
be ordered (unless it’s off-the-rack 
or a sample). When it arrives, you 
will go through three to four fittings. 
Schedule your last dress fitting one 
week before your wedding day. 
Often, because of nerves, brides 
tend to lose or gain a little bit of 
weight just before the big day. So 
it’s important to test the fit as close 
to your wedding date as possible. 
Plus, this way the shop or tailor 
will hold your dress until almost the

Los Cabos, Mexico — There's 
a bar here where they’ll take a gag 
photo of you next to a painting of 
a seven-foot marlin.. What makes 
it funny is, the marlin is standing 
bill-up, and the waiters rig you to 
hang head-down from a hoist — as 
if you were the trophy. 

The bar is called The Giggling 
Marlin, and when it opened in Cabo 
San Lucas (Cape of St. Luke) in 
1984 it was the only saloon in what 
was then a tiny fishing village, a 
dot on the tip of western Mexico’s 
1,000-mile-long Baja Peninsula. 

A hangout for foreigners, the 
bar’s early customers were said to 
be a mix of expatriate sun-lovers, 
mostly from the U.S. and Canada, 
and sports anglers who’d flown in 
on private planes or sailed down 
from California. Others drove down 
ona two-lane highway perhaps most 
kindly described as “treacherous.” 

Fast-forward to today, and 
yesterday’s dot is one of Mexico’s 
top tourist destinations. There’s a 
modern jetport a little down the 
coast handling 3 million passengers 
a year, and the region is bristling 
with world-class luxury hotels. 

Around the capes 

Cabo San Lucas is now the 
most active part of three adjacent 
resort areas together called Los Ca- 


bos (the capes). Edging a mile-long . 


bay and a marina, the city’s bustling 
streets are lined with wall-to-wall 
shops, timeshare hawkers, fast-food 
joints, traditional Mexican eateries, 
fine gourmet restaurants and some 
of the loudest discos in Mexico. 

Besides the tourists — including 
as many as 3,000 a day swarming in 
from cruise ships — a good number 
of the area’s 170,000 residents hang 
their hats in homes around Cabo 
San Lucas. 

Two-dozen upscale hotels rim 
the town’s beaches, accounting for 
nearly half of the region’s 10,000 
rooms. Outside town, the hills are 
alive with condos. 

Running up the coast from 
Cabo San Lucas is the second 
part of Los Cabos: a 20-mile strip 
called “the Corridor.” It’s peppered 
with high-rise condos and 15 more

upscale hotels set back from a 
four-lane highway running through 
the area. 


Anchoring the upper end of the 
Corridor is the more sedate town 
of San Jose del Cabo (Cape of St. 


More than S0 luxury hotels line the 20-mile shoreline of Los Cabos. 


Joseph). San Jose, as it’s known, still 
pretty much retains the charm of its 
colonial heritage, coexisting with 


a mini-Cancun-like lineup of ritzy 
hotels and a sprawling golf course. 

The action here is just outside 
town, where a 2,000-acre project 
called Puerto Los Cabos is taking 
shape along three miles of beaches. 
According to the developers, it’ll 
eventually be the home of several 
five-star hotels, a 500-slip marina,

a faux old-time village and other 
attractions. 

Back in Cabo San Lucas, the 
customer mix at The Giggling Mar- 
lin has changed considerably over 
the years, as it has at later opened 
watering holes of the genre with 
names like Cabo Wabo, Squid Roe 
and Margaritaville. 

Inside, besides anglers swap- 
ping tales of hooking battlers such 
as marlin, sailfish, dorado and yel- 
lowfin tuna, you'll find everyone 
from spring-break types to hip-hop- 
pers to the coat-and-tie set. Also 
filling the stools are more and more 
patrons winding down from a tough 
day on the links.

Golfers today are whacking 
and chipping away on eight cham- 
pionship-rated courses stretching all 
the way up the Corridor like a sea of 
green. Offering eye-popping views 
of the Sea of Cortes, the links’ cred- 
its read like a list of the industry’s 
all-star designers including Jack 
Nicklaus, Robert Trent Jones, Jr., 
Tom Weiskopf, Tom Fazio and 
Roy Dye. 

And there’s a lot more green in 
the works. Reportedly, seven (that’s 
right, seven) more courses are on 
Los Cabos’ drawing boards. 

Meanwhile, the mix of patrons 
at the local saloons is getting a little 


richer — from people who’ve just- 


been pampered, decompressed and 
rejuvenated at the area’s 16 Euro- 
pean-style spas. 

The spa scene has become so 
popular that one of Cabo’s largest 
hoteliers, The Villa Group, is build- 
ing a three-floor super-spa featuring 
17 treatment rooms and two VIP 
suites with private Jacuzzis. Another 
feature: therapists will wrap, bathe 
and massage their customers with 
extracts of locally grown agave, 
lime, cactus, melon and vanilla. 

Billed as “the largest spa on 
the Baja Peninsula,” it’s set to open 
this summer on Cabo San Lucas’ 
El Medano Beach in an enclave of 
three Villa hotels, all told with a lit- 
tle over 1,000 rooms. Villa’s guests 
will get first crack at appointments 
for what Spa Director Francois 
Cimon-Kingsley calls “a stunning 
array of treatments,” but the facility 
will be open to everyone.
